MANY SHIPS, BOTH BRITISH AND 
NEUTRAL, ARE VICTIMS OF SUBS

LONDON, Novy. 11.—-The reported 
sinking of three steamships, two Bri- 
tish and one Danish, and confirmation 
of the sinking of the British steamer 
Bogota, is made in an announcement 
issued by Lloyds tonight. ‘The Bogota, 
the agency says tonight, was believed 
to have been sunk. The agency now 
reports that 17 of the crew of the Bo- 
gota have been picked up and that two 
boats are unaccounted for, 

The British steAmers Marga and 
Earl of Forfar are reported lost and 
the Danish steamship Freja has been 
sunk by a German submarine. 


The Bogota was of 4,608 tons, left 
San Juan on October x5 for London. 
The Marga, of 674 tons, was formerly 
the Margaret, and was owned in 
Sunderland. 

The Earl of Forfar measured 4538 
tons, and was last reported leaving 
Havre October 5 for Cardiff, 

Available maritime records contain 
the names of three Danish steamers 
Freja, ranging in size from 429 to 
1,598 tons.

LONDON, Novy. 11.—The loss of 
three Norwegian steamships is report- 
ed in Reuter despatches.

DEUTSCHLAND

Journal 


PREMIER BORDEN 
TO INVESTIGATE 


Providence Paper Says That 
360 Tons Included in 
Cargo 


(By Mornt Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PROVIDENCE, R.I., Nov. 12 — In 
the cargo of the German submarine 
Deutschland, now at New London 
Conn,, is a shipment of 860 tons of 
nickel, part of a large consignment 
purchased in November, 1914, by rep- 


jresentatives of the German govern- 
ment from the International Nickel 
jcompany, which had exported the 


jnickel from Sudbury, Ont., through 
the Canadian Copper company, ac- 
cording to the Providence Journal. 
The Journal, which has been particu- 
larly zealous and successful In investi+ 
gating German activity and intrigue 
in the United States during the course 
of the war, in an article published yes- 
terday announced that it had secured 
“all the details concerning the cargo,” 
not withstanding that every possible 
precaution had been taken to prevent 
this becoming public property. 

The Journal said of the Deutsch- 
land's cargo; “It consists of nine car- 
loads of nickel, averaging forty tons 
to a car, and ten carloads of crude 
rubber, averaging eighteen tons to a 
car, making a total shipment of 540 
tons, In addition to this material, the 
Deutschland now has in her hold three 
carloads of a chemical known as 
}chromium and one carload of vanadi- 
Jum, both used in the process of hard- 
ening steel, There still remains in the 
warehouses of the Eastern Forward- 
ing company at New London, a con- 
signment of over 400 tons of crude 
rubber and 200 tons of refined nickel, 
which is apparently stored for export 
by another submarine.”

138TH BATTALION HAS BEEN 


DISBANDED IN ENGLAND 


Three Drafts to Other Units—One Goes to France—Many Brothers 
Separated by the Change—Men Keenly Regret Loss of 
Commanding Officer. 


The 138th battalion of Edmon- | 


ton, which left Edmonton for 
overseas in August last, and 
which during its subsequent stay 
in England has been quartered at 
Whitely camp, has been disband- 
ed as a unit and split up into four 
parts, one being sent to France, 
and three drafts being made to 


the 175th, 137th and 128th bat- 
talions respectively. This is the 


definite information contained in 
a letter received on Saturday by 
Mrs. Gauvreau, of 10523 126th 
street, whose two sons, Andrew 
and Fred Chalmers, went over- 
seas with the 138th as buglers. 

Andrew, the writer of the letter, 
does not give the identity of those 
who went to France, and also does 
not say what disposition has been 
made of the officers. The men of 
the battalion particularly regret 
the change because it disassociates 
them from their popular com- 
manding officer, Lieut.-Col. Bel- 
cher, whose long military 
ence, they thought, especially 
qualified him for command in the 
firing line, 

The letter states that most of 
the brothers in the battalion have 
been Spee eh among the various 
drafts. rank Heron goes to 
France, Dice Heron to the 175th, 
Dan Heron to the 128th, and Jira |

The Railway Commission have 
decided that it would be ‘‘itiop-

If the Canadian 
railways were allowed to join

The command 
system is put in vogue in New Zea 
land simply amounts to this: The 
country is divided into twenty divi 
sions, each of which must provide e 
certain number of men, according t 
the population, As long as these 
men are forthcoming for national ser 
vice, the voluntary idea remains good 
Should it fail, we have taken twe 
essential precautions: 

“A register of all males of military 
age ig recorded, and these are linble t: 
be called upon to make up any de 
ficiency. A ballot c be taken t 
select the necessary recriits, and thi 
seems to be the most equitable man 
ner in dealing with an urgent de 
mand.”

never bought a more uniformly high 
grade since coming to the country 
than that which is being secured by 
his mill at the rate of from 1,500 to 
2,000 bushels daily at the present 
time, About half of this wheat is 
coming in from the south and east by 
wagon loads, the rest being obtained 
mainly in car lots along the railway 
lines leading to Edmonton. 

The high cost of flour is apparently 


being combatted by the farmers by 
having their wheat turned into this 
commodity for their own use, The 
Edmonton Milling Company § and 


others in the city are grinding an un- 
usually large amount of wheat for 
the farmers, the South Side mill alone 
running about two days each week on 
farmers’ grists, these coming from as 
far as 75 miles distant from the city. 

A. B, Campbell, of Campbell & Ot- 
tewell, states that the quality of wheat 
now being obtained mostly in car lots 
for their mill is far better than was 
expected.

This year’s production is 
estimated at 150,000 tons, or 75% of the world’s supply.

Britain, and the seas in the grip of her mighty fleet, the Allies are assured 
of an abundant supply for war purposes, while the Teutons’ troubles from 
lack of it are growing daily more serious. 


Having a practical monopoly of the supply, and the power to impose 


such prices as she chose, Great Britain has made it, except to her enemies, WE 
a benevolent monopoly, and has set the price of crude rubber lower than it y 
was before the war. 99 


To Canadians this is doubly important, because the climate makes 
rubbers and overshoes a necessity. Now, when shoe prices are soaring, while 
rubbers are as cheap as ever, it is clearly economy to protect expensive shoes 
to the limit by systematically wearing rubbers at every sign of bad weather. 
Even with heavy soled shoes this pays, for shoes so protected will wear 
far longer, saving the cost of the rubbers several times over. Besides the 
big money saving, there is the valuable protection to health. Wet feet and 
colds go hand in hand, with a ghastly train of ills—easily avoided by 
wearing rubbers. 

Then there is the patriotic side. Vast quantities of leather are absolutely 
necessary for the army, and the scarcity is growing. Every pair of shoes we 
save helps to ease the situation, and so serves the Empire to which we owe 
this welcome cheapness of rubbers.
